A N e w S c h e m e f o r F o r t W a y n e . 
From an exchange of a recent date, 
a new idea was gained in regard to 
the letting of real estate. 
Let the 
dealers and agents of real estate form 
a pool or syndicate during the com- 
ing season that will enable them to 
handle their property with better ad- 
vantage, especially in the matter of 
rents. It would evidently be taipos- 
sible to get up a "comer" on real es- 
tate, with the abundance of eligiblj 
located corner lots there are lying 
around loose, but the plan is to have 
a 
oential 
bureau 
or 
intelli 
gence 
office, 
where 
at 
least 
something can be 
done 
towards 
fixing the rate of rental similar to the 
insurance appraiser. But the advan- 
tage to be gained is not only in the 
price of houses, but in the quality of 
the tenants. 
When a house rented by 
any agent becomes vacant it can be 
reported to the "central office," with 
a description of it, and the price 
given, or left to be fixed by the ap- 
praiser. 
Then a "black list" is to be 
kept, containing the names of those 
parties who have suddenly moved out 
of any house and forgotten to pay up 
the rent. 
When any one,applies to a 
real estate agent who is a member 
of the syndicate, for a house, the 
agent can telephone or send word to 
the central bureau to get the standing 
of this tenant, just as a wholesale 
firm would get the rating of some 
retailers from a commercial 
agency. 
The central manager can see if he 
has the name on his black list, and 
make such other report as he may see 
fit.

l<awleHsnes8 In Ireland. 


LONDON, Nov. 26—The 
Times 
says: We fear Foster was unable 
yesterday to encourage his colleagues 
with the report that lawlesdness is 
abating in Ireland. It is too plain 
the most detestable outrages daily oc- 
cur and that unparalleled terrorism 
has been imposed upon by three 
Irish counties. 'The law is almost 
powerless to prevent these crimes or 
to punish the criminal. The author- 
ities have made e>ery effort to protect 
life and property by employing the 
ordinary forces, but the conspiracy is 
too strong and subtle to be so re- 
strained. The utmost that can bo 
done effectually at present is to de- 
fend the few persons who are threat- 
ened. 
Some eighty Irish gentlemen 
are under police protection. Legal en- 
forcement of contracts relating to 
land is at an end in most parts of 
Munster and Connaught, and the 
lawlessness of the peasantry, and of 
the masses in the town's id seething 
and spreading. 
These facts continue 
to cause ^rave anxiety to the authori- 
ties of Ireland and we may conclude 
that the cabinet has not resolved to 
set aside their views, even for a ¡short 
time, without much hesitation and 
misgiving, but'the decision has been 
adopted partly on faith of hopes 
which spring eternal in the minister- 
ial breast.

A telsgram which appeared in THE 
, SENTINEL, a day or so ago bore a 
deeper significance to the religious 
community 
than a casual glance 
would have observed. We reproduce 
it: 


NEW YORK, NOV. 23.—The 
board 
of aldermen to-day adopted a résolu 
tion, condemning the {)roposed pro- 
duction of the Passion play, and call- 
ing upon the corporation attorney to 
give an opinion as to whether the ex- 
isting laws are sufficient to prevent its 
introduction. 
That official is also 
asked, if no law exists,to state whether 
the common council has the power to 
pass an act to proinbit the play, and 
if it has, is instructed to prepare an 
ordinance that will cover the case. 


It is scarcely to be doubted that the 
impude^it pu (pose of a third rate 
actor to represent this so called "Pas- 
sion Play" in New York will be pre- 
vented. It shocks not only the relig- 
ious feeling of the churches, but that 
common respect for religion whose 
existence is often questioned, but 
which reveals itself when there is 
occasion, and with fully as much 
effect as the opinions of the churches 
can produce. This was seen in San 
Francisco last year, where this same 
fellow was fined and a city ordinance 
passed against his enterprise, and yet 
San Francisco would not be suspected 
of a lively jealousy for Christianity. 
The oûly defense of this attempt to 
put the story of Jesus on the stage 
seems to be to cite Oberammergau,but 
it is plain to a child that except under 
the same religious conditions as those 
of the Bavarian village one can draw 
no argument from its production 
there. Indeed, these simple peasants' 
performance has become so vulgarized 
by the sight-aeeing of the present 
year that it is even a question whether 
it will be repeated. Here there could 
be no pretense of any religious con- 
sideration in the presentation of a 
Passion play; it would be simp!/an 
inferior piece of theatricals, outrag- 
ing the faith and worship of all chris- 
tians. The expression of disapproval 
from the ministers of New York, 
however, which some papers have 
token pains to obtain, counts for little, 
because it is a matter of course, but 
bdhind it rests public opinion, and it 
is most unlikely that this fofbe will 
be found weaker on the Atlantic than 
OB the Pacific coMt.

The Christian Union, in a recent 
article on "Journalism and Drink," by 
a "Journalist," suggests, without ex- 
actly saying so, that the daily news- 
paper is produced "in an atmosphere 
redolent with whisky." 
"Through 
the . policy 
of 
the 
paper 
the 
younger 
members 
of 
the 
staff 
are 
obliged 
not 
only to drink 
themselves, but to indorse the 
in 
dulgence of others," and this is done 
by paying their bills for drinks when 
they are engaged in collecting new?, 
by meeting the fame bills when in- 
curred by advertising agents by send- 
ing its reporters to write up sample 
rooms, and, iti a mythical case whicl 
is quoted, instruoting "its locals to 
a-.k Smith to take a glass of Bome- 
thing. It will loosen his tongue." 
"Drinking," in a word, lhÍM journal 
says summing up the attitude of the 
papprs in general "is the policy of the 
paper." 


Utterances of this sort imply extra- 
ordinary ignorance or extraordinary 
misapprehension. 
There is probably 
no trade or calling in the world which 
more requires men to be always mas 
ters to themselves thau newspajKrr 
work. There is no close seaeon in a 
reporter's work. In a well-organIzihI 
newspapar he ia always at, call, an«] 
there is probably not an experienced 
newspaperman in the country who has 
not had his rest and hia vacation re- 
peatedly broken by an 
unwelcome 
and unexpected call to duty. 
When 
other have their Sundays, it is some- 
times the case that a newspaper m:in 
has none for a month, and the men 
are not few in the profession who can 
look back on three, 
and nine 
mouths in which e^êff week aaw 
seveu days work. Tho Huccess of a 
newspnper pivots on alwayrt having 
its daily work done to the quickent 
possible minute and 365 times in the 
year, on focussing the sharp activity 
of a day so that the press begins to 
move exactly as the press room clock 
ticks a peculiar minute. 
If any man 
who knows this thinks that it ia the 
policy to encourage drinking among 
its employes he must be a good deal 
of a fool. 


The simple fact ia that there is no 
class in the community so much ex- 
posed to drinking temptations which 
drinks so little as the class which in- 
cludes newspaper employes. 
They 
are not all teetotalers. Neither is any 
other class. ' I soon found my atti- 
tude as a teetotaler," says "journal- 
ist," "a very unique one." So he 
would as broker on Wall street, as a 
clubman up town, as a politici.-in, as 
a young New York lawyer. 
News- 
paper employes are in this like the 
rest of the commnity engaged in work 
which requires active contact with 
men, with this difference that a re- 
porter or an editorial writer has to be 
altogether more sparing in his indul- 
gence under sharp penalty, often of 
dismissal, always of professional Iosh, 
if his use of liquor leaves him unñt 
for his work. Other men have noth- 
ing to do after dinner, he works half 
the night. Other men can postpone 
much of their work, his has to be 
done daily. Other men have their 
stated holidays, but their holidays are 
not apt to be his hardest days. 
The. 
practical result of all this is that so- 
briety has tho highest cimmercial 
value around a newspaper oilice. The 
man who cannot be trusted to have 
all his wits about him after dinner, ia 
soon dropped; 
the man who cannot 
stand a stretch of twelve or fil teen 
hours long and come out clear headed 
goes to the wall. It is perfectly true, 
as "Journalist" says, that "the num- 
ber of great dailies which are un- 
compromising advocates of total ab- 
stinence is very limited." 
It is. 
We 
only recollect one which is or was, 
and it rents its basement to a liquor 
saloon. The question of total absti- 
nence is one on which even good men 
difier, and 
newspapeis diíFer with 
them, but in encouraging the temper- 
ate habits of its employes a great 
newspaper has the strongest pecuni- 
ary interest, and acts upon it.
